I understand that San Francisco Mayor London Breed and California Attorney 
General Xavier Becerra have spoken about a request for assistance from the 
San Francisco Police Department for an independent investigation by the 
California Department of Justice on the theft and eventual unauthorized release 
of an SFPD incident report. 

The following is a summary of the request: In February, 2019, the San 
Francisco Police Department began a criminal investigation into the theft and 
unauthorized release of the incident report involving the death of San Francisco 
Public Defender Jeff Adachi. During the course of the investigation several 
search warrants were served, including warrants on the cellular phone, 
residence, and a secondary location possessed by Mr. Carmody. After 
reviewing the investigation, it was discovered that the California shield 
protection law may have been violated in serving search warrants associated 
with Mr. Carmody due to his status as a news reporter. 

Because of the potential violation of the California shield protection laws the 
SFPD has suspended its investigation of the originating theft and unauthorized 
public release of the incident report. 

Due to the intense public attention of this matter, we believe it is in the public's 
interest to have an independent agency start anew and investigate the theft of 
the Adachi police report. Therefore, we are requesting the California 
Department of Justice investigate the theft and unauthorized release of the 
report. Furthermore, we are requesting a separate investigation from the 
California Department of Justice of a potential violation of the California shield 
protection act.
